He will fight 
vigorously for federal power to guarantee 
those rights In sueh public considerations as 
voting, public school altendanee and ex pendi­ 
ture of public funds.

But Sen. Dirksen is reluctant, for g o o d 
reason, to ex tend the long arm of federal 
force into the affairs of private business. He 
opposes those sections of the civil rights bill 
which would comiK*) a businessman to serve 
Negro customers and hire Negro employes 
against his will. 
.\head of nex t week’s start of Senate de­ 
bate on the measure, Dirksen is being sub­ 
jected to withering pressures to support the 
bill in total, thus lending it the strong GOP 
backing which is essential if it is to clear 
the Senate. Veteran 
Columnist 
William 
S. 
White calls it ‘‘the most powerful and open 
pressure upon a single .senator ever applied 
in the memory of old Washington hands." 
The pressure is coming from Negro or­ 
ganizations as well as from the White House 
and congressional backers of the bill. Some 
Negro groups have pledged "ex tensive dem­ 
onstrations" in Illinois against Dirksen and 
have declared open political war on him if 
he does not support the whole civil rights 
package. 


II Is safe to assume that the pressure 
is not what Is most disturbing to (he Illinois 
senator, whose high sense of responsihillty 
has become Increasingly evident In r e c e n t 
years.

The annual shocker has come out. It is 
the Digest of Educational Statistics, 1963 edi­ 
tion, published by the United States Office of 
Education.

We have fallen far 
short of the high ideals pro­ 
claimed as long ago as 1785 
and reiterated with sickening 
self-applause ever since.
